Using Old Potatoes

toes in very cold water directly after 
they are peeled, or they will turn 
dark and be unsightly when cooked. 
Never use potatoes that have been 
frozen without thawing them for sev- 
eral hours in ice-cold water, and even 
then if the condition oi; the vegetable 
was unfavorable before being frozen, 
they will turn sweet upon being ex- 
posed to the air or heat.

story of the University of Madrid.

Little Stories of the Real .life and 


Conditions Among the Pueblo In- 


dians of the Southwest Today. 


(Written for The Gazette by M. .T. 


Brown, Editor Little Valley, N. Y , 
Hub.) 


To me ,there is no more interesting 


nan tnt?/i the American Indian, the 
jemiin^full-blood of the southwest. 
Ifou m{/y observe him, study him, fol-

low him, but you can't know him. 
And before we white men ever will 
know him, he will be gone. 


Long before Columbus ever found 


this country these brown men lived 
right where they now live and lived 
very much as they now live. 
The 


customs and habits of centuries are 
in their blood and they can't conform 
to 1911. 
An Indian is an Indian, 


and you can't make him a white man. 


There is a half-regal pride about 


these fellows that compels respect 


and admiration, and a reserve 
you can't break through. 


A Mexican can be made a servant 


in ten minutes, if the "tourista" is 
loose with his change. He will wash 
your feet if you ask it. 
He invites 


familiarity and tips. 


The Indian doesn't want anything 


from the white man. He is Icily in- 
dependent. 
He doesn't want patron- 


age, favors or jobs. He wants sim- 
ply to be let alone and he will take 
care of himself. 


The Pueblo Idians of the Rio 


Grande, with the Navajos as possible 
equals, are the finest race of the 
southwest. 
Splendid specimens of 


physique, peaceable, industrious (in 
a way), they will never ask any aid 
from the white man, if let alone. 


They won't work—that is in the 


white man's way. Work is unnatur- 
al to them, and money worthless to 
their mode of living. 
I never saw 


but one Rio Grande Indian doing 
f-eal hard white man's work, and he 
ooked as much out of place unload- 
ng lumber from a flat car as he 
.vould at a full dress ball. 


Here is a little illustration of what 


xn Indian considers his work, or his 
luty. 


The Santa Clara River comes down 


hrough the dry country, a beautiful 
tream of coldness and clearness 
rom the mountains. In many places 
i day's work by a white man would 
livert enough water to irrigate three 
or four acres of soil that will produce 
anything, when it has the moisture. 


An Indian will go up this riyer and 


plant perhaps a half acre of apple 
trees, and build a sort of a woven 
brush fense around it. He will dig a 
ditch and let the water in. Then he 
will select a spot high above his 
"farm" and build himself a shade. 
Four long poles are set up making a 
square. Perhaps four feet from the 
ground he will put across a floor of 
poles, covering with reeds and brush. 
Four feet above he will lay the roof, 
the shade, built the same as the floor. 
And then he will settle down and 
wait for his orchard to bear—stay 
there and watch it, month in and out. 


I 
That's an Indian. 
This irrigated spot is many miles 


from his home village. It is a desert 
in the fullest meaning of the word. 
There is absolutely no life except 
the snakes and hazards, and the 
summer heat is something awful. 
And the Indian will stay there day 
and night, month after month, watch- 
ing and irrigating a garden sized 
orchard, the apples of which would 
hardly be worth a week's work of a 
white man. That's an Indian again. 


It's the primitive. Life to him is 


existence—time has no value. 
The 


Great Spirit didn't intend he should 
work for money like the white man. 


About the only marks of progress 


I ever saw were three "grist mills" 
along the Santa Clara—and I was 
told that these were financed and in- 
stalled by the Mexicans. 
They are 


called "molines," little stone build- 
ings perhaps eight feet square, where 
a very crude arrangement grinds 
corn by water power. All three had 
been abandoned, and there was not 
enough left for one to get an idea . f 
bow they worked 
I could never im- 


agine what they were built for, for 
in the long drive I made across this 
reservation I never saw a bit of vege- 
tation that even resembled a corn 
stalk. 


Pictures of the southwest Indians 


show the papooses as strapped in 
leather or wooden frames and carried 
on the mother's back. I never saw a 
baby in one of these cradles. Around 
tne villages I have occasionally seen 
the racks kicking around, but the 
custom seems to have been discon- 
tinued. The papooses are carried on 
the mother's back and hip and held 
there by the blanket. 


I have seen a mother carry a pair 


of youngsters on either hip and at 
the same time carry a ten-quart wa- 
ter jar, full, on her head. 


From a distance the squaws all 


look like girls, and it keeps one 
guessing on their age when close by. 
They are all short in stature and all 
wear dresses to the knee—making 
them look like school girls. It keep.* 
one guessing whether the young lady 
is trotting around her baby brother 


or' whether the young Indian calls 
her mamma. „ 


'To me the blanket seems to be the 


biggest nuisance ever handed down I 
by custom. It is never fastened, but' 
is h'eld in place, always slipping down ' 
and always being adjusted. 
It seems j 


to'me that at least five hundred years 
ago they would hare found some- 
thing like a safety pin to snug it up 
but it also seems that what was 
handy enough before Columbus is 
sufficiently convenient now, and it 
still goes. 


It is a very unusual sight to see a 


hat on a man or woman. 
Occasion- 


ally one will see a dilapidated old lid 
on, .some Indian who hangs around 
ttie white towns, but in the Indian 
villages, never. When it is very cold 
they will reef the blanket up over 
the head, and wind it around the 
body. But as a rule they are bare- 
headed, women, men and babies. 


I never saw an Indian sick, bald- 


headed, with poor teeth or with eye 
lasses 
They tell me colds and 


pneumonia are almost unknown, and 
yet they are ever exposing them- 
selves in a way that would kill a New 
York white man—sleeping out on 
the ground, bareheaded in the wind, 
etc. 


I don't remember ever having seen 
drunken Indian. 
They can't get 


:ne fire water and they don't try. 
They are kind to their families in 
their way, but of course the squaw 
must hunt the wood, carry the water 
and do what little work is necessary. 
The master can't get Hiawatha out 
of his head yet. 
He still thinks his 


work is to go out and shoot the red 
deer. 


In the villages you will see the big 


pa Indian sit on the ground and di- 
•ect his better half to build an oven. 
She -will scoop up the mortar and 
plaster it on with her bare hands, 
while he will holt his blanket around 
tis shoulders and grunt. 


The ovens are built mound-shaped, 


not inside the house but outside.' 
'hey are a minature of our charcoal 
ven,. sometimes made of dobie and 
ometimes of stone, and covered with 
ome sort of cement. 
The inside is 


oth fireplace and oven. 


They will build a hot fire, thor- 


ughly heat the oven, fhen rake out 
he fire and put in the cornbread to 
ake. The Indian is a splendid hand 
o watch the operation and eat the 
read. 
Nearly every village has a flock of 


urkeys and ducks, but they are 
never eaten unless one dies of old 
age or .accident. They are raised for 
their feathers, the feathers for head 
dress and ornament. 


I- was told' that in the' pueblo of 


Isleta a millionaire white man "has 
lived for years, and yet lives as .an 
Indian, by adoption, and aside from 
having a residence of his own, and a 
few of the white man's comforts, he 
lives the Indian life. 


He was a son of a wealthy New 


Jersey manufacturer, and had inher- 
ited consumption. At twenty-five he 
had tried everything that money 
could buy, sea voyages, foreign trips, 
etc., but without help and finally he

sery in ruins 
But on one of the tow

In the last lesson we left Elijah 1m 


humble, patient, persevering, believing 
prayer &a tb«* top »t Cannei. down 
upon the earth with his face between 
his knees, commanding his servant to 
go again and again, even seven times, 
until he should see some indication of 
the promised rain. 
At the seventh 


time the servant saw a little cloud like 
a man's hand, and soon the heaven 
was black with clouds and wind, and 
there was a great rain. How sugges- 
tive the little cloud was of the man'* 
hand that was taking hold of God In 
prayer! 


How great the contrast between 


Ahab eating and drinking, enjoying 
himself, thinking more of horses and 
mules than of perishing people (xviil, 
5), and the man of God caring only for 
the glory of the living and true God, 
whom he represented! Since the Lord 
said to Elijah when He sent him to 
meet Ahab, "I will send rain upon 
the earth" (xviil, 1), why should Elijah 
need to pray so earnestly for if?* Tills 
Is perplexing to many, but It- Is Hia- 
way. Concerning His great promise* 
to Israel in the future He says; "I 
will yet for this be inquired of by the 
house of Israel to do It for them" 
(Ezek. xxxvi, 37). 


The question should search us, Have 


we anything of the zeal for God and 
persevering prayer that Elijah had? 


When Ahab reached home and told 


Jezabel all that Elijah had done she 
was angry Indeed and sent a mes- 
senger to him with a threat that she 
would have his life within twenty- 
four hours. 
Now comes the strange 


part of the story in the seemingly sad 
fact that the man of God who feared 
not Ahab nor all the prophets of Baal 
should flee for his life at the threat of 
this wicked woman when it seemed 
that he was needed so much just at 
that time to lead the people back to 
the God who had answered by firf. 
By a look in the •wrong direction he 
seemed to lose his hold on God. lAke 
Peter, when he saw the wind boister- 
ous, he began to sink (Matt. xiv. 30). 
If we would be established we must 
always see the Lord alone and re- 
member if God be for us who can be 
against us 


As he sat under a juniper tree far 


away in the wilderness he realized that 
he was no better than others and not 
worthy to live 
The conflict was too 


severe, and he would fain be at rest. 
He was a man Just as weak as any of 
us and strong only in the Lord. The 
Lord, who is always full of compas- 
sion, had not forsaken His weary and 
discouraged servant, and as he lay and 
slept one of those blessed ministering 
spirits (Heb. I, 14) prepared something 
for him to eat and drink and awaked 
him that he might be refreshed with 
food as well as sleep 
Again he slept, 


and again he was awaked to partake of 
more food, in the strength of which he 
went forty days and forty nights unto 
Horeb, the mount of God (verse 8). 


There he lodged in a cave, and the 


same Lord ffho cared for him at Che- 
rlth and Zarephath must have cared for 
him at Horeb, but what were his medi- 
tations? Did he think of him to whom 
the Lord here appeared in the bush 
that burned, but was not consumed, 
and who here fasted forty days on two 
different occasions'' Did he think of 
the thunders and lightnings and quak- 
ing of the mount at the giving of thf 
law (Ex. 111 and xix), and did he long 
for some manifestation of God? Could 
ho forget the answers from heaven 
on Carmel so recently' 
But many 


days or GA on weeks had passed since 
then, and he had not been in full fel- 
lowship 
It is a sad thing to los.e in 


any way or for any length of timfe the 
conscious fellowship with God which 
is our pnvilege 


Well, in due time the word, of the 


Lord came to him with the "question, 
"What 
dorst 
thou 
here, 
Elijah?" 


(Verses 0, 13) His answer each time 
was that he had been very jealous for 
the Lord God of hosts and that he was 
the only prophet left and they were 
seeking his life (verses 10, 14). 


After his first reply he was told to 


go forth and stand upon the mount 
before the Lord. Then came a great 
wind which rent the mountains and 
broke in pieces the rocks before the 
Lord, then an earthquake and then a 
fire, but it was not until after the 
fire there came a still small voice that 
Elijah 
heard the second question, 


"What docst thou here?" 
After all 


that he had just seen and experienced 
his answer i^ tho same, and he is stil1 
occupied with himself ancl bis zeal for 
God and his importance to God.

evidently thought that only in some 
mighty way could Israel be cleansed 
from her idolatry. God has a way 
so different from our way ofttlmos 
(Isa. Iv, 8, 9). and it becomes ui 
to hear and heed His voice, "I will 
work, and who shnll hinder it?" (Isa. 
xliJi, 13.) How suggestive and search- 
ing his commission now as well a<» 
the twice repeated "What docst thou 
hero?" "Go, return, anoint Elisha to 
be prophet in thy room; I hai e loft Me 
seven thousand in Israel" (xv, 18) 
Let us never think that we are the 
only helpers the Lord has nor that we 
are aU Important to Him, lest He set 
us aside and appoint another.
